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REPORT. 


The Council of the Auckland Institute, in submitting 
their Report for the past year, cannot but feel that the 
active interest evinced in the progress of the Institute, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable circumstances in which 
it is at present situated, is most encouraging and calcu¬ 
lated to awaken hopes of its eventual prosperity. 

The sixth volume of the “Transactions of the New 
Zealand Institute” has been issued during the year, and 
supplied free of cost to the members. The steadily in¬ 
creasing interest manifested throughout the Colony in 
the publication of the yearly volume is, perhaps, the 
best test of the real value of the work performed by the 
various affiliated societies; and the Council believe that 
after due allowance has been made for the concentration 
at Wellington of the staff of the Geological Survey, it 
will be found that the Auckland Institute has contributed 
its full share, both as regards the number and quality of 
its communications.

The number of visitors to the Museum and Library 
has been larger than could have been reasonably ex¬ 
pected, considering the dilapidated and unpreposessing 
appearance of the building, and the impossibility of ob¬ 
taining a sufficient amount of space for any satisfactory 
arrangement of the specimens. Numerous donations 
have been received during the year, as may be seen from 
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the appended list. Special thanks are due to Capt. F. 
W. Hutton, F.G.S., C M.Z.S., for a complete skeleton 
of Dinornis crassus, and several other valuable additions. 
The contributions received from Mr. J.Goodall C.E.,and 
Mr. W. Earl, also deserve special mention. The Coun¬ 
cil exceedingly regret that a valuable donation made to 
the Library in 1873 by Dr. Ford, of a nearly complete 
set of the “ Lancet,” and other medical books, was not 
mentioned in the report for that year, and would take 
this opportunity of repairing the omission. 

The Council have pleasure in stating that a grant of 
£100 in aid of the Library was very liberally made by 
the Provincial Council during its last session. The 
amount has been expended in the purchase of books on 
Physical and Natural Science, and over 100 volumes are 
now on their way from England. 

The question of new buildings for the Museum and 
Library is one that has naturally engaged a considerable 
share of the attention of the Council, and a variety of 
plans have been under consideration. Early in the year 
the Public Buildings’ Commissioners suggested that 
arrangements might be made for accommodating the 
Institute in the buildings proposed to be erected on the 
site of the old Supreme Court House, and a lengthy cor¬ 
respondence ensued. Irrespective, however, of the 
greatly increased risk from fire, and the disadvantages 
that would follow from the occupation of rooms over 
which only a partial control could be obtained, it became 
apparent that the terms proposed by the Commissioners 
were such as the Council could not accept. Not only 
was the valuable site now in the possession of the In¬ 
stitute to be given up, but it was stated that an annual 
rent would be required for the accommodation furnished 
in return. It is hardly necessary to inform the members 
that, unless the funds at the disposal of the Institute 
were materially increased, this could not be done con¬ 
sistent with carrying on the objects of the Society in a 
thorough and efficient manner. 
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As the negotiation with the Commissioners is now 
probably closed, the Council would earnestly recommend 
that an attempt should be made during the ensuing ses¬ 
sion to form a building fund, and to proceed with the 
erection of a Museum on the Society’s own site—one in 
every way suited for the purpose. Rough plans and 
estimates for a suitable building have been prepared by 
a competent architect, and are now submitted to the 
meeting. The Council feel sure that this course will 
not only be acceptable to the members, but will enlist 
the sympathy and support of all classes of the com¬ 
munity.
